IN EARLY TIMES THE CONGREGATIONAL GROUP OCCUPIED AN OLD LOG 
STRUCTURE (circa ?? 1760 - 1780 ??) NEAR THE EVERGREEN 
CEMETERY IN CENTER RUTLAND. 

THE FIRST CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH WAS ERECTED AT NORTH MAIN ST. 
AND NORTH ST. CORNER IN 1784 - IT REMAINED THERE UNTIL 1881. 
THE SECOND CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH WAS ERECTED NEAR NORTH 
MAIN ST. AND AIKEN PLACE IN 1819 AND WAS DEDICATED IN 1821. 
IT WAS TORN DOWN IN 1863. 

THE THIRD CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH SAW CONSTRUCTION STARTED IN 
1 858 AT THE CORNER OF COURT AND CENTER STREETS NORTH OF THE 
PRESENT CITY LIBRARY BUILDING AND WAS DEDICATED IN I860. THE 
COST WAS $29,316.70. 

PRIOR TO THE ERECTION OF THE THIRD AND PRESENT CHURCH, A 
LECTURE ROOM (CHAPEL) WAS ERECTED ON THE SITE OF THE BAKE 
HOUSE NEAR THE OLD GARMENT FACTORY AT PARK COURT AND WEST ST. 
IN 1852 AND USED UNTIL 1860 WHEN IT WAS MOVED TO THE EAST 
SIDE OF THE CHURCH. IT WAS TORN DOWN IN 1873 TO MAKE WAY FOR 
THE NEW BRICK CHAPEL TO BE BUILT AS AN ADDITION TO THE CHURCH 
BUILDING PROPER IN THE SAME YEAR.
